(14) establish the period of usefulness of 
the project; 


(15) state that the Bonds shall be 
general obiligation bonds and 
nonelectoral debt; 


(16) establish the form of the Bonds; 


{17) authorize the execution of the 
Bonds and the coupons; 


(18) pledge the City;s full faith, credit 
and taxing power for the payment of 
principal and interest 


(19) authorize the establishment of a 
bond sinking fund and the payment of 
principal and interest from the sinking 
fund; 


(20) authorize the appointment of the 
paying agents and sinking fund 
depositary; 


(21) authorize the refunding of the 
City's General Obiligation Capital Notes, 
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1981 Series A; 


(22) authorizing the filing for approval 
of said debt with the Department of 
Community Affairs; 


(23) approve and ratify the distribution 
of the preliminary official statement; 
(24) accept and approve the official 
statement and authorize its execution; 


(25) appropriate bond proceeds; 


(26) covenant that bonds will not be 
arbritrage bonds; 


(27) authorize the preparation, 
execution and delivery of all required 
documentation; 


(28} establish effective date of 
resolution; 


(29) repeal inconsistent resolutions or 
ordinances; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT 
HEREBY !S RESOLVED, by the City 
Council of the City as follows: 


SECTION 1. The estimated cost of 
the Project as set forth on Exhibit "A" 
attached hereto and made a part hereof, 
is in compliance with Section 106 of the 
Local Government Unit Debt Act (the 
"Act"), hereby approved. 


SECTION 2. Public Financial 
Management, Inc., Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania, Finanical Advisor to the 
City, has reveiwed for the City the 
difference between a public sale and a 
private sale by negotiation or upon 
invitation, each as authorized and 
permitted by Section 701 of the Act, and 
as a result of such review, the City has 
determined that sale of the bonds 
required to finance the Project by 
negotiation would be in the best interest 
of the City and has heretofore 
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authorized the investment banking firms 
of Merril Lynch White Weld Capital 
Markets Group and Morgan Guaranty 
Trust Company of New York, Pittsburgh 
National Bank, Mellon Bank, N.A. and 
Bear Stearns &n Co. (collectively the 
"Purchaser") to prepare a financing plan 
and submit a negotiated bid for the 
purchase of the Bonds. 


SECTION 3 The proposed Contract 
of Purchase dated August 5, 1982, 
between the City and the Purchaser (the 
"Contract of Purchase") for the purchase 
of $20,000,000, principal amount 
nonelectoral general obligation bonds at 
a price of $620,500; $24,000,000 
principal amount, of nonelectoral general 
obligations to be additionally secured by 
a municipal bond insurance policy at a 
price of $595,680; and $10,000,000 
principal amount of nonelectoral general 
obiligation bonds to be issued at an 
original discount of $4,200 at a price of 
248,200, in each case plus accured 
interest thereof from August 1, 1982, to 
the date of delivery presented to this 
meeting is hereby accepted and the 
Mayor and City Controller are 
authorized and directed to execute the 
Contract of Purchase and to deliver the 
accepted Contract of Purchase to the 
Purchaser. 


SECTION 4 The nonelectoral 
indebtedness of the City be, and it 
hereby is, increased by the amount of 
Fifty-Nine Million Dollars 
($59,000,000.00), being the principal 
amount of the three series of bonds, for 
the purpose of providing funds to pay the 
cost of the Project. 


SECTION 5 The said Fifty-Nine 
Million Dollars ($59,000,000.00), 
principal amount, of  nonelectoral 
indebtedness, shall be evidenced by three 
separate series of general obiligation 
bonds, entitled "City of Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania, General Obiligation Bonds, 
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1982 Series A, inthe principal amount of 
$20,000,000.00 (the "1982 A Bonds); City 
of Pittsburgh, General Obiligation Bonds, 
1982 Series B, in the principal amount of 
$24,000,000.00 (the "1982 B Bonds"); and 
City of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, 
General Obiligation Bonds, 1982 Series C 


in the principal amount of $10,000,000.00 
(the "1982 C Bonds") and together with 
the 1982 A Bonds and the 1982 B Bonds 
“the Bonds") and each series shall be 
dated as of August 1, 1982 (the “Issue 
Date"), shall bear interest at the rates, 
payable on March 1 and September 1 of 
each year, commencing March 1, 1983, 
and shall mature on March 1 as st forth 
on the following schedule:

SECTION 6 The Bonds shall be payable, with respect to interest, principal and 
redemption price, in any coin currency of the United States of America which, at the 
time of payment, is legal tender for the payment of public and private debts. The Bonds 
shall be issued in the form of coupon Bonds registrable as to principal only. The Bonds 
shall bear interest from the date issue, payable. in accordance with, and upon surrender 
of, the appurtenant interest coupons as they severally mature. 


SECTION 7 


The Bonds may contain or have endorsed thereon such provisions, 


specifications and descriptive words not inconsistent with the provisions of this 
Resolution as may be necessary or desirable to comply with custom, or otherwise, as may 
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be determined by the City prior to the 
delivery thereof. 


SECTION 8 All the Bonds issued 
hereunder shall be negotiable as provided 
in the Act, subject to the provisions for 
registration and transfer contained 
herein and in the Bonds. So long as any of 
the Bonds shall remain outstanding, the 
City shall maintain and keep, at the 
principal office of the Mellon Bank, 
N.A., books for the registration and 
transfer of Bonds; and, upon presentation 
thereof for such purpose at said office, 
the City shall register or cause to be 
registered therein, and permit to be 
transferred thereon, under such 
reasonable regulation as it or the Mellon 
Bank, N.A. may precribe, any Bond 
entitled to registration ot transfer.

issuance of the Bonds. A certificate 
evidencing the AMBAC policy shall be 
printed on each bond maturing March 1, 
2006.

SECTION 17 The Mayor is hereby 
authorized and directed to sign by 
mannual or facsimile signaturé each of 
the bonds and there shall be imprinted on 
the Bonds a facsimile of the corporate 
seal of the City duly attested by the 
mannual or facsimile signature of the 
City Treasurer and countersigned by the 
mannual or facsimile signature of City 
Controller. There shall also be affixed to 
each coupon attached thereto the 
mannual or facsimile signature of the 
Controller of the City. In case of the 
absence or disability of such official, the 
Bonds shall be signed by the City official 
authorized by law or by resolution of 
City Council to act in his place.
